not been lor the possession of a small amount of 
money of their own, and some friends they found 
amongst the foreign residents, they would very 
soon have perished from starvation. 


Having satisfied himself fully oftlie unfound- 


ed character ol the chaige on which they were 
confined, captain Mattison deteimined to take a 
decided stand,and without delay to relieve them 
from their suffering condition 
He immediately
